Of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban 
District  Council  of  Mynyddislwyn  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st.  1955* 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1955* 

The  health  of  the  community  has  been  good.  Tuberculosis  seems 
to  be  declining  in  incidence,  although  cases  continue  to  occur.  The 
outlook  has  improved  with  the  early  diagnosis  by  Mass  Radiography,  and 
the  ensuing  prompt  modern  methods  of  curative  treatment. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  popularity  of  combined  Whooping 
Cough  and  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  at  the  County  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

Also  contributing  to  the  health  of  the  children  are  our  excellent,  though 
overcrowded  schools,  school  canteens,  and  swimming  bath  - not  to  mention 
the  assiduous  care  of  their  parents. 

Mynyddislwyn  was  fortunate  in  that  only  two  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
occurred.  Future  protection  against  this  possible  menace  has  become 
available  - an  opportunity  our  people  are  embracing  with  eagerness,  I am 
glad  to  say.

MILK  SUPPLY. 


There  are  17  retailers  of  milk  in  the  area. 

Licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk  Regulations  1949 , and  Milk  (Special 


Designations)  Raw  Milk  Regulations  1949  are  as  follows 
Dealers  licenced  to  sell  pasteurised  milk  - 17* 

Dealers  licenced  to  sell  tuberculin  tested  milk  - 17- 

Dealers  licenced  to  sell  sterilised  milk  - 12. 

Supplementary  licences  to  retailers  outside  the 

area  to  sell  designated  milk  in  the  area  - 22. 

14  Samples  of  designated  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  1 was  below  standard.  The 
dairy  concerned,  which  is  outside  this  area  was  notified.  Subsequent 


examination  of  the  milk  from  this  source  showed  a satisfactory  improvement. 
The  number  of  inspections  of  Dairy  Premises  is  94. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Ice-cream  is  a much  safer  food  than  it  was  in  pre-war  days. 

Most  of  if  is  produced  in  ideal  conditions  in  factories  in  which  there 
is  maintained  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene.  It  is  delivered  to  the 
shops  in  cartons,  and  stored  at  the  correct  temperature  in  refrigerators 
until  it  is  sold  to  the  consumer.  Much  of  it  is  prepacked,  and  this  of 
course  reduces  the  risk  of  contamination  to  a minimum.  11  samples  were 
taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all 
of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  28  retailers  of  ice-cream  on  the  Register.

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FOOD  PREMISES. 


1955  saw  the  intoduction  of  new  legislation  designed  to  ensure 
that  there  is  a minimum  of  risk  to  health  in  the  handling  and  preparation 
of  food  for  human  consumption.  I refer  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
1955,  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955*  It  is  true  that  public  education 
in  this  matter  in  recent  years  has  resulted  in  some  improvement  in  food 
hygiene,  but  even  so,  legal  measures  for  the  enforcement  of  provisions 
made  to  protect  public  health  were  very  necessary. 

In  connection  with  the  inspection  of  food  premises,  the  following 
is  a summary  of  the  visits  made  throughout  the  year.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  is  at  present  one  licenced  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  area. 

With  the  exception  of  these  premises,  nearly  all  the  meat  obtained  in  the 
area  is  purchased  from  slaughterhouses  in  Maesycwmmer,  Newport,  and  Abergavenny, 
and  all  these  premises  are  maintained  by  an  adequate  inspection  staff.  At 
Maesycwmmer  the  salary  of  the  full-time  meat  inspector  is  by  agreement  apportioned 
between  the  councils  of  Redwell ty,  Gelligaer,  Bedwas  and  Machen,  and  Mynyddislwyn. 
During  the  year  the  position  of  the  meat  inspector  was  vacant  for  over  three 
months,  during  which  period  the  inspectors  of  the  constituent  authorities  shared 
meat  inspection  duties.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  dry  summer  of  1955  brought  long  periods  of  dought,  and 
consequently  this  meant  that  the  supply  of  water  through  the 
mains  had  to  be  restricted  on  occasions.  Conditions  improved 
greatly  however  in  the  late  summer,  owing  to  the  introduction 
of  what  is  known  as  the  Llanover  Scheme.  This  vast  new  source 
of  water  enabled  the  water  undertakers,  The  Abertillery  and 
District  Water  Board,  to  keep  the  local  subsidiary  reservoirs 
full,  and  the  mains  to  be  fully  charged.  There  were  a few 
cases  of  poor  pressure  in  Cwmfelinfach  due  to  corroded  mains 
and  services,  but  relaying  of  the  pipes  cured  this  trouble.  I 
would  say  that  except  for  a comparatively  few  cases  of  shortage 
during  time  of  drought  experienced  by  farms  and  cottages  in 
isolated  places  and  which  are  not  served  by  the  mains,  the  water 
supply  in  this  area  is  now  excellent.

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance. 

In  1954  I reported  to  you  on  the  results  of  a Survey  taken 
of  all  houses  of  a poor  standard,  and  recommended  that  59  of 
these  houses  be  considered  for  closure  or  demolition  during  the 
following  five  years.  These  recommendations  were  accepted,  and 
the  proposals  subsequently  formally  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  progress  made  during  1955  was  as  follows :- 

Demolition  of  Closing  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  12  of 
the  houses;  1 house  was  reconditioned  as  the  result  of  a formal 
agreement  with  the  Council;  2 houses,  after  becoming  vacant  were 
demolished  by  the  owners  without  any  formal  action  being  taken. 

Of  the  12  houses  dealt  with  formally  the  occupiers  of  3 of  them 
still  require  to  be  re-housed. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

There  was  1 application  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair. 

This  was  granted. 

Application  to  station  Caravans. 

There  were  two  such  applications.  In  each  case  a licence 
was  given  for  a limited  period,  subject  to  conditions  being 
observed  at  the  site  which  would  ensure  a reasonable  standard  of 
hygiene. 

This  section  of  the  report  of  course  does  not  apply  to 
caravan  dwellers  of  the  gypsy  class,  who  dispense  with  the  form- 
ality of  applying  for  a licence. 

Improvement  Grants. 

The  number  of  Improvement  Grants  given  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1949  was  13*  This  is  much  higher  than  in  previous  years, 
and  is  undoubtedly  a result  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act 
1954,  whose  provisions  give  added  encouragement  to  property  owners 
to  make  application  for  the  grant.
